he laws against vote selling are not 
strict énough,”* said Mr. Czarnecki, “ and the 
attempts to ‘clean up are only spasmodic, 
coming just about the time of big elections. 
To keep this system down there should be 
sufficient funds to keep a close tab on these 
wards all the time. 

“ The system of colonization is almost per- 
fect in some wards.

The Vienna he of the Chronicle 
gives details of a plot according to which the 
Tureo- Albanian committee at Constantinople 
appealed to Eesad Pasha and King Nicholas 
to save Albania for the Koran by overturnirg 
the provisional government at Aviona, This 
was described as an instrument set up in the 
interests of the great powers. 

The committee also summoned Diavid 
Pasha to assist Besad Pashe. The latter 
concluded | A compact with Crown Prince 
Danilo, which afterwards was signed by King 
Nicholas. 


Compact Made with Turks? 

This compact provided for the sultan’s sov- 
ereignty over Albania, which was to join 
the Balkan league, while Scutar! and San 
Giovana di Medusa were to belong to Mon- 
tenegro. Russia ie understood to have sanc- 
tioned the scheme. 

The committee designated Prince Abdul 
Deschid for the Albanian throne, with Essad 
Pasha as vicéroy, but the latter proclaimed 
hi king. It is rumored that Dijavid 
Pasha has overthrown the: provisional gov- 
ernment at Aviona. ‘ 

An Antivari dispatch to the Express says: 
“Fifteen thoGsand treops are here. and 
soldiers ‘are arriving continually. very 
preparation ie being made to hold the town 
against attack. Famine prevails, however, 
and only the smallest supplies can be given 
to the etarving thousands.” 


Austria Waits Action of Powers. 

It ie understood Austria is waiting the re- 
sult of the ambassadorial on 
Thursday before actually cinta ten separate 
actien against Montenegro, and employing 
the interval in an endeavor to induce Italy 
to join her in military action. 

The meetings of the ambassadors in Lon- 
don have shown almost conclusively that a 
majority of the powers are not prepared to 
adopt warlike measures against Montenegro. 
It is thus practically certain that within a 
few days, whether Italy consents of not, Aus- 
tria will dispatch an ultimatum to Cettinje 


demanding the immediate evacuation of Scu- 
tari. 


Eesad Pashe Not Heard From. 

No fürther word of Essed Pasha’s doings 
in Albania has come through. Ismail Kemal 
Bey, head of the provisional Albanian gov- 
ernmem, has arrived in London to enlist 
British support. He and other Albanians do 
not regard Essad Pasha s coup seriously, but 
the opinion seems to be growing among diplo- 
mats here that an administration under Es- 
sad Pasha in Albania might not be such an 
impossible solution of a difficult problem. 

It is considered that Essad Pasha, as an

MAYOR T0 DIOTATE HERE. 


Governor May Support ‘Some of | 
Men Urged by Rival Fae- 
tion of Democrats. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Washington, D. Cl, April 20.—[Special.}— 
Gov. Dunne und Mayor Harrison are to con- 
trol the Mlinois share of federal patronage 
dispensed under the Wilson administration, 
so far as Senator Lewis is concerned 

Appointment of Illinois Democrats indorsed 
by Dunne and Harrison will be facilitated by 
the senator, while appointments sought by 
the Sulltyan Democrats will be opposed by 
Mr. Lewis unless subsequentiy approved by 
the governor and the mayor.

Sir David received his education at Eton 
and at Magdalen. college. Oxford, served in 
the army, was a chamberlain of Pius IX.

of reference, he, with the permission of Leo 
XIII., entered holy orders and became a 
parefooted monk of the order of St. Benedict.

He also did missionary work in Patagonia, 
and while in South America lost the sight of 
one of his eyes.

Estate Less than $10,000,000, 
The will shows that at the time it was ad- 


‘mitted to probate the personal estate was 


valued at $10,110,270. A correct appraisal 
of the estate was filed a year later, showing 
the value had been reduced to $9,211,740. 
This comprised practically the entire estate, 
for Mr. Morgan Owned little realty. 

Basing the valuation of the estate at the 
revised figure, J. Pierpont Morgan’s residu- 
ary share of his father’s estate was less than 
$2,000,000, for each of his sisters had power 
to dispose of the trust funds left to them. 

The will makes no mention of a trust fund 
left to J. Pierpont. Morgan under a deed of 
trust executed July 1, 1867, which the late 
financier left to hie wife, Frances Louisa 
Tracy Morgan, with the statement that the 
“fund has been very largely increased dur- 
ing my lifetime.” 

Junius 8. Morgan died at Monte Carlo on 
April 8, 1800,. of injuries he received in a 
railroad accident. He had executed his will 
on Nov. 2. 1880, about five months before 
his death, whereas. J. Pierpont Morgan exe- 
outed his will three months before his death. 
The elder Morgan's will waa about one-third 
as long as that of his son. 


Provides for Care of Graves. 

Mr. Morgan appointed his eon, his son- in- 
law, Walter Hayes Burns, and his friend, 
Robert Gordon, trustees under the will, and 
the executors wers the game with the addi- 
tion of Sir William Richard Drake. 

The testator directed the executors to erect

bel and his wife.in the cemetery at Hartford 
and left $20,000 to the Hartford hospital to 
keep the burying ground and monument in 
good condition.
